Yesterday an important decision was 


filed with the clerk of the Logan county 
court at Lincoln, the effect of which is 
that Judge Ingham, of Clinton, gives 
sanction to and authorizes the creation 
of the lake fork special drainage of Lo- 
gan county and state of Illinois. 
The 


Jitch is to be| 12 miles long, forty feet 
wide on the surface, thirty feet wide at 
the base, and of a depth of from three to 
ten feet. The estimated approiimated 
cost is 840,000. Three thousand acres of 
prairie waste land and 1,000 acres of tim- 
ber land will be reclaimed. The benefits 
to be derived are placed at the value of 
? 100,000. 
Work on this extensive im- 


provement will be undertaken immedi- 
ately. 


A Free Ballot.

"Bealizing the fact that upon the free- 


dom of the ballot depends the chances of 
Republican success in Florida, the State 
League Convention unanimously passed 
a resolution asking Congress to pass a 
Federal election law wfioh wonld*en- 
tirely remove the control of Congress- 
ional elections from State authority, and 
enable the choice of the majority to pre- 
vail. 


"This endorsement coming, as it does, 


from the most representative Republican 
body ever assembled iu Florida, can not 
but eieroise an influence over the pro- 
posed action of Congress on this sub- 
ject. While the majority of the North- 
em Congressmen utterly fail to under- 
stand the conditions which confront the 
Republicans of the South in their polit- 
ical battles, the recent disclosures of 
wholesale fraud committed by the De- 
mocracy of Florida, Arkansas and other 
Southern States, combined with the ar- 
guments and appeals of the Southern 
Republican members of Congress and 
their constituents, is having H marked 
effect in bringing them to a full Realiza- 
tion of the necessity for relief measures. 


"Florida has eipressed herself on the 


subject, and the Republican party of the 
slate is squarely on record in favor of a 
Ieaeral election law. Now let the mat- 
ter be pushed. Let no action be neg- 
lected which will tend to bring about 
the end so much desired." 


This looks as if Messrs. Ewert and 


Coleman, Southern Republican members 
of congress, who oppose the passage of 
the Federal election bill, are not; repre- 
senting the party they profess to repre- 
sent.

The Illinois Game Laws. 


The Supreme Court of Illinois in a re- 


cent decision affirms the constitutionality 
of the game laws of Illinois, and affirms 
the judgment of the lower court. The 
law was passed by the last session of ihe 
Legislature, and the new feature was 
the absolute prohibition of the selling of 
game, as well as its transportation for 
sale. Last fall the American Express 
Company received and delivered quail to 
a Chicago commission house. The com- 
pany was fined 8200 in the County Cout 
for the violation, and to test the law the 
case was taken to the Supreme Court, 
which has just handed down a paternal 
decision affirming the judgment of the 
County Court. Counsel for the company 
raised two principal points—the uucon- 
stitutionahty of the law and its violation 
of the rights of property, holding that 
the game when killed became private 
property, and the game law violated that 
right by destroying the property without 
due process of law. It is the first test 
case under the law, and the decision is 
of great interest to the people as well as 
to the bench and bar of the State. Now 
let our sportsmen and law-abiding citi- 
zens eee that the law is strictly enforced

Mr. Powell said tho adoption of the amend- 


ment would leave the court without power 
to enforce Its Judgment. 


Mr. Allen (Miss.) said that tho House had 


ceased to be a deliberate body-and It made 
him so mad that be was almost willing to go 
to the other end of the Capitol—II the 
Speaker did not abolish the Senate In ao- 
cordanoe with his programme. 


Mr. McKlnley said the amendment would 


take from tbo President all the power he 
had to enforce processes. Speaking in ref- 
erence to Its cost he said tho cost would bo In 
proportion to Its necessity. Kthe bill were 
not icqulrod to be put In operation In 
any district Its cost would be nothing. 
This was a blll|looklng to honest represent- 
atlon on the floor of tho American Con- 
gress, and to honest votes and a fair oount 
In every part and section of tho American 
Republic—that was all there was in It

question would not rest until Justice was

Serving Meal* at the (japltul. 


Big baskets like clothes baskets are 


usod as receptacles, one basket being filled 
for each house that is to be served. 
In 


the bottom of the basket is laid a white 
cloth, so as to hang over the sides. On 
this are placed the dishes, and on top of 
them are inverted tin pans. Thesa tin 
pans, as well as the plates, etc., are made 
very hot before being put in, and finally 
over all are laid cloths, tucked in, so that 
the heat does not easily find any way of 
escaping. 
The baskets thus prepared 


are loaded into covered wagons, with 
doors that close at the back, and are rap- 
idly conveyed to their destinations. Wo 
are able in this way to supply meals that 
are sufficiently hot upon arrival any- 
where within a radius of ten blocks, 
though we do not like to try it tiny fur- 
ther. The driver of the wagon—wo em- 
ploy four such conveyances—delivers 
each basket in the house it is intended 
for and leaves it there. It only remiiins 
for the family to put the things on the 
table. An hour or BO later the wagon 
returns and takes away the bivskc-t with 
the dishes. Wo provide everything that 
ia needed for the meals, except tulilo 
linen, silverware, sugar and milk. Of 
broad and butter we always send plenty, 
and we do not think it good policy to 
skimp desserts,—Interview in Washing- 
ton Star.
